becaufe that can only be determ! ined by 
the court; and if either party is dif! atif- 
fied, there is proper redreis to be had at 
another place. There was one thing more 
mentioned by the defendant's countl, 
which was, There is no room to thivk 
that letter libellous, becaufe there coul 

be no malice fuppofed by inferting ~ > 
the Craftiman. But that will not do: 


the iniury is the fame to the ps fon feat 
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dulized whether the letter was inferted out 
ormalice or not. Befides, there is no know- 
ing or proving particular malice, otherwile 
than from the fact itfelf; and therefore, 
¢the act imports as much, it is fufficient. 
so, Gentlemen, if you are fenfible and 
convinced that the defendant publifhed 
that Craftiman of the 2d of January laft, 
and that the defamatory expreffions in the 
letter refer to the minifters of Great Bri- 
rain, then you ought to find the defen- 
dant guilty; but it you think otherwife, 
then you ought to find him sot guilty.” 
What think you now! Is not thisa 
cafe in point? Are there now. no prece- 
dents, no authority for the doctrines in 
gueftion? Are they ftill contrary to law 
and gofpel? I fear the ferjeant has not 
fuficiently confidered the cafe. Certain 
lam, that if he has beftowed any time 
aid application upon it, he has only la- 
boured to render himfelf and his friends 
ridiculous, For, notwithftanding his con- 
fident affertions, it appears that Lord 
Mansfield’s doctrine of libels is fo far 
from being novel, that it is ancient, and 
ctablithed from time immemorial; and 
it is the ferjeant’s opinion that is novel 
and new-fangled.Raymond calls it, @ late 
ition among fome people, who ought to know 
better; and I think we may very juitly 
apply his words to the promoters of this 
motion, who ought to know, and, I veri- 
ly believe, do know, that they are at this 
moment arraigning the avowed and efta- 
blithed law of the land. I appeal to the 
candour and honefty of all the lawyers in 
oppofition, whether Lord Manstield has 
not, in the cafe of libels, followed the 
univerfal practice of his predeceffors, and 
expounded the law according to prece- 
dent. Has there ever been any objection 
made in court? Have not the court and 
bar been always unanimous in approving 
this pra@tice? What but this is the rea- 
fon that the ferjeant never moved in ar- 
reft of judgement, and never tried the 
caule in another place? The thing fpeaks 
for itfelf. Had Le not known that the law 
fad been religioufly obferved, he would 
have appealed to a higher tribunal. 
What then could induce him to make 
¢ Motion for inquiring into the conduct 
of men whom he knew to be blamelefs? 
Why does he attack Lord Mansficld for 
embracing tenets embraced by the dead 
43 well as the living; by Denniton, Yates, 
end Fofter, as well as by Wilmot, Ath- 
huit, and Blackftone? I am afhamed ta 
bucls at the motive. Let it reftin his own 
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breaft. It feems to be the propereft lod- 
ging for fuch a gueft. He may call it pa- 
triotifm; but who will believe him? Ift 
know myfelf, Lamas great a friend to 
liberty, law, and the conftitution, as any 
maninthis houfe: but Ido not think that 
liberty confifts in the power cf attempt- 
ing Whatever the violence and impudence 
of a factious fpirit may fuggeft, but in 
being fubjected to no other mafter but 
the law. Nor do J think that law 1s 
founded on the whimfies of adiftempered 
imagination, or the dreams of an unen- 
lightened patriot, but on a courfe of clear 
and undifputed precedents. As little I can 
imagine that the conftitution is benefited 
by bringing groundlefs and ridiculous 
charges againft the judges, or depofitaries 
of the law. For thefe reafons I cannot 
extol the conduét of the fupporters of this 
quettion. What do they mean? ‘To 
loofen all the bands of foctety, and to re- 
duce us to the ftate of nature? Have not 
their efforts to roufe the fpirit of difcord 
proved fufficiently fuccefsful already? 
Have they not fet the fon ayainft the fa- 
ther, and the wife againft the hufband? 
Confider, Gentlemen, the perfons upon 
whom you make this wanton attack. I 
know not what you may think of them 
and their office; but to ime they appear 
facred and venerable. I never enter \heir 
courts but with the fame awe and reve- 
rence that I enter the temples of the Di- 
vinity. I think I tread on holy ground. 
How then can [ with patience hear them 
unjufily vilified and traduced? My in- 
dignation boils, when the cant of patriot- 
ifm dares to profane thefe inviolable 
names and chara¢ters, which I fo highly 
reverence, and almojt adore. I penetrate 
their dark defigns: and in their fuccefs 
1 forefee the downfal of the ftate; for it 
cannot a moment furvive the ruin of the 
laws, and of the judges who fupport 
them. But who can be fo weak as to 
imagine that they will fucceed? Only 
two judges are accufed: one has been 
fatisfactorily juftified by an honourable 
gentleman who fits near me: no man has 
been hardy enough to contradict him. 
The other [ have vindicated in fuch a 
maaner, I believe, that if oppofition has 
any grace left, it will not attempta reply. 
What is the refult of the whole? Two 
judges only being arraigned, and thefe 
two being fully vindicated, there remains 
not the fhadow of a pretence for an in- 
quiry: and if, after all, we do inquire, 
we fhall become truly ridiculous and con- 
temptible ;

—1 have talked with 
forme who ettended the trial; I have read 
the fpurious accounts of itin print. We 
know how falfely and ignorantly fuch 
notes are taken, even when the writers 
mean no harm: they are generally unin- 
telligible till they are correcied by the 
perfons concerned. But I fufpect, that 
malice toined iffue with blunder in what 
is mede Lord Mansfield’s opinion. It is 
full of nonfenfe, contradictory, and ma- 
nifefily imperfect. Much depends upon 
a word or two, a reftriction or a qualifi- 
cation. The publifieed opinion makes 
Lord Mansfield tell the jury, that the 
meafure of damages muit be formed, 
from all the civcumflances of the cafe tas 
ken together. In another placc, it makes 
him ttate many of the circumftances, 
and fay, they are not at all material, 
without any reftriction or qualification. 
But the feope and occafion of the direc- 
tion are very plain, in whatever words 
the direction itfelf was expretied. 

A very eminent and able counfel had, 
with a torrent of eloquence, appled to 
the paffions of the jury. [ xxx. 373. ]. 
He laboured, with great art and addrets, 
to carry them, it is impoffible to fay 
where, merely on account of the rank 
and fituation of the parties. The Duke 
of York, he informed the jury, recover- 
ed one hundred thoutfand pounds apainf 
aman for calling him a Papift, which 
was no additional damage to his charac- 
ter, for all England knew him to be ac- 
tually a Papift.

Even from the fpurious o- 
pinion publifhed, the cafe appears to 
have been left to the jury, upon all the 
circumttances, without a fingle remark 
enany of them, without a word of alle- 
viation.

The only tree whofe bark is univerfally 
employed for this purpofe, is the oak ; 

but ul \ere are many others which are ued 


for the fame purpofe in different parts of 


the giobe 3 aud probably there are many 
more which might be of great utility in 
this way, which have not hitherto been 
examined. [ have already obferved 
[3s0.], that the bark of the young larix 
1s faid to be employed for this purpofe in 
thofe parts of the Alps where this tree 
is moft commonly cultivated.

HE authenticated copies of thefe 

letters are faid to have been pur- 
chafed by the tranflator, of the executor 
to the Marchionefs’s fecretary, who died 
lately at Amfterdam, and who had for- 
born their publication from motives of 
delicacy. Any more fatisfactory evidence 
of their authenticity it is impoihble for 
us now to obtain; and we mull leave the 
determination of that point to the per- 
fons of quality in France, to whom the 
letters are addrefled. Whether genuine 
or ipurious, they are written in an agree- 
able manner, and, if really the produc- 
tions of the Marchionets of Pompadour, 
afiord feveral. interefting anecdotes of 
the French court during the courfe of 
the laft war, C.,—— One or two of the 
letters are feleCted, viz.

feathers of a bird, or the epiderm's ol 
aman, would concerning the bones ane 
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mufcles, the veins and arteries, the cir- 
culation of the blood, and the feveral fe- 


cretions of an animal body. Many mi- 
nerals feem in their formation to have 
been antecedent, others fubfequent to 
the univerfal deluge ; a great part of the 
matter conftituting the outward thell of 
the earth, the only part which we can 
examine, hath been fubfervient to veye- 
table or animal life. <All the ftrata of 
limeftones, chalks, marbles, all gypfums, 
fpars, alabafters, &c. are contetfedly of 
animal origin. ‘The ftrata of pit-coal, 
and of all bituminous fofiils, of fome 
fpecies of flates, whatever may be thought 
of argillaceous ttrata in general, the mould 
every Where covering the rurface of the 
earth, and other fubftances, are fuppo- 
fed, probably enough, to have artten 
from the deftruction of vegetables; fo 
that [know not whether it would be a 
very extravagant conjecture, which fhould 
fuppof+, that all matter is, or hath been, 
organized, enlivened, animated. . 

Hence may It appear probable, with 
reverence yet, and confeious ignorance, 
be it fpoken, that the One, Eternal, In- 
comprohenfible God hath eftablifhed an 
uninterrupted concatenation in all his 
works which he hath fubmitted to our 
view. Different individuals hath he ming- 
led together into the fame fpecies; differ- 
ent fpecies into the fame genus; different 
genera tito the fame kingdom 3 and dif- 
terent kingdoms he hath diftinguithed, 
perhaps, but by lines of divifion tuo mi- 
nute for our oebfervation, This ftrong 
analogy, by which men and minerais, 
and all intermediate exiftencies, are bound 
together in a common chain, and thence, 
ttwould teem, naturally fubjected to a 
common fate, may appear -humiliating 
to fuch as have been wont to entertain 
bich notions of the phyfical dignity of 
human nature: but it cannot offend nor 
difguiet thofe who feel within themfelves 
faculties eflential to the conftitution of 
moral agency, and who from thence be- 
come capable at leaft of retribution, of 
puntihment or reward in another ftate. — 
Inthe number of our fenfes, and in the 
modifications of the intellectual faculties 
Which fpring therefrom, we have a great 
refemblance to many animals which in- 
habit this planet as well as we. The ge- 
nus to which man belongs includes a 
great many fubordinate fpecies; or, to 
ipeak ina manner more conformable to 
Nature, and more confonant to the ac- 
“ount we have of its origin, the human 
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fpecies, from the diverfities of climate 
and of food, from changes introduced 
by difeafe, and continued, perhaps, by 
propagation, and from other caufes which 
are unknown to us, hath been branched 
out into a great many varicties: thefe, 
however, are as much dittinguifhed in 
fhape and intellect trom one another, as 
they are trom animals which have fprung 
from a different fttock. Anatomi(ts, whe- 
ther they contider the brain as an inttru- 
menial or an efficient caute of intelligence, 
are agreed in acknowledging a great re- 
femblance between the contents of the 
human cranium and thote of quadrupeds 5 
and Putius hath proved, contrary to the 
opinion embraced by Pliny, and com- 
monly received, that we have not that 
medullary fubftance in a greater propor- 
tion than other animals. Nor are we 
characterifed by a circumftance generally 
efteemed effentially neceilary to the fup- 
port of the human foetus, and exclufive- 
ly appertaining to our fpecies: nations 
are mentioned to whom it doth not be- 
long 3 and whatever degree of credit may 
be given to that narration, it is certain 
that a great many {pecies of annals have 
been difcovered to which it doth, Note 
withflanding this analogy, by which we 
are to be clailed with the reft of the ani- 
mals around us, yet hath it pleafed Him 
who called forth trom nothing both us 
and them, and thanktul we oucht to be 
for the preference, to place us at the top 
of the feale; to make us, as it were, 
the tirft term of a feries, defeending in- 
definitely by imperceptible gradations ¢ 
to particularize that clafs of animals to 
which we belong, by rendering it ca- 
pable of forming a moral character. This 
capability, it is true, is various accor- 
ding to the opportunitics of and capacities 
for receiving inftruction in different {pe- 
cies, and in different individuals of the 
fame fpecies: the Orang-Outang of the 
woods of Java [xxxii..553.], the apron- 
bellied Caffre of the Cape, the woolly- 
headed Negro of Africa, the beardlefs 
Savage of America, the dwarfifh Inha- 
bitant of the Frigid Zone, the moon- 
eyed Albino, and the enlightened Euro- 


pean, are as diilerent from one another 


in this Circumltance as in outward form : 
yet where-evcr it cxiils even in the fmall- 
eft deyree, there arifeth a proportionable 
imputability of conduct, a kind of title 
to the natural or covenanted yrood, a reas 
fonable fubjc¢étion to the natural or pofi- 
tive evil, winch God hath annexed as 
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fanctions to the laws which he hath 
thought fit to prefcribe for the regula- 
tion of the moral conduét of mankind.”

“ Famaica, Sept. 4. As probably you 
may hear of an infult having been offer- 
ed to the Britith flag in this quarter of 
the globe, by the Spaniards, the cafe, 
as far as | can learn, is as follows.— 
There are fmall fchooners of ten guns 
commanded by alieutenant, with about 
fixteen hands, employed in his Majetty’s 
fervice to cruife in thefe feas. One of 
thefe fchooners being lately off Cartha- 
gena, the Snantih governor (fuppofing 
her an illicit trader) fent two guarda- 
coftas to bring her into port; which they 
accordingly did, notwithftanding the 
commander produced his commutfion:

The Carysfort 
frigate, being near, immediately made 
ademand of the fchooner; which was 
cclivered up, and returned to Port- 
woyals where Sir George Rodney cailed 
4 court-martial on the commander of the 
lchooner, at which (though he had been 
known to have behaved courageoufly in 
action, and efteemed an excellent officer, 
and though real refiftance would have 
been fruitlefs) he was fentenced to be 
bri ke for having fuffered himielf to be 
carried in by the guarda-coftas without 
fring a gun, Had he tired a gun, and 


firuck, he had been faite.”

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“© Port/month Common, Nov. 15. Yetler- 
day, being the birthday of the Earl of 
Sandwich, Firft Lord of the Admiralty, 
was obferved here, particularly by the 
workmen, with all expreflions of joy.— 
It was formerly cuflomary, at different 
times, to examine the workmen, and to 
ditcharge thofe whofe age er infirmities 
rendered them incapable of performing 
a proper day’s work. ‘Thus many poor 
people, who before had lived well by 
heir induftry, were left defiitute of the 
means of fupport, after they had {pent 
al! their vigour in the fervice.- The late 
Lord Exmont was the firft who took 
their cafe into confideration. He direét- 
ed, that one of every fifty fhipwrights, 
when unabie to work, fliould be intitled 
to fuperannuation at 201. per aan. But 
as this was confined to that clafs of worke 
men only, there were many amongft the 
others who could derive no benefit from 
it. This Lord Sandwich took notice of 
in a late vifitation [ 442. ], and moft hus 
mancly exerted his interett with the King 
to make it general; and fucceeded. By 
his Lordfhip’s plan, above filty poor 
people will be kept from want when they 
cannot provide tor themfclves.-—-I hope, 
however, to be excnfed tor oblerving, 
that though it was undoubtedly his 
Lordthip’s intention, that all ranks 
fhould enioy the benefit of fuperannua- 
tion, yet the clerks and ropemakers are 
not included. The form r indeed do not 
rank with workmen; but as it cannot 
be fuppofed any faving can be made trom 
301. that bemy their falary, 1 would 
fubmit to contideration, whether thote 
worn out in the fervice ought not to be 
intitled to it. And as to the rope- 
makers, their employment Is, in my o- 
pinion, more laborious than any other;
